The new Soviet Ambassador to the 
United States, Alexander S. Panyushkin, 
in his first interview in this country, pro- 
ceeded to parrot Joseph Stalin’s assurances 
that the USSR and the USA can co-op- 
erate. 

Russian foreign policy, said the Ambas- 
sador, proceeds from the fact of the co- 
existence of capitalism and Communism. 
He used Stalin’s illustration that though 
the economic systems of Germany and the 
United States were similar, war broke out 
between the two countries. 

“The difference of systems in our coun- 
tries is not an obstacle to the improve- 
ment and development of political, eco- 
nomic and cultural relations between our 
countries,” said Mr. Panyushkin. 


But actions, particularly where the So- 
viet is concerned, speak far louder than 
oily words. 


Newspapers that carried an account of 
the interview with the Russian Ambassa- 
. dor also carried on the same date the re- 
port that Eugene Varga, top-flight Soviet 
economist and one-time advisor to Stalin, 
along with 20 of his followers, had been 
disgraced by the Communist Party for 
reaching the conclusion that, among other 
things, “there is no necessary conflict be- 
tween the economic interests of Soviet so- 
cialism and Americah and British capi- 
talism in the first postwar decade. 


“Therg are no economic reasons,” Dr. 
Varga’s report continued, “making for a 
struggle between Soviet socialism and 
capitalism. On the contrary, because of 
the war, there is a tendency toward unity 
in the world economy.” 

Dr. Varga was considered the ablest of 
Séviet economists. He was the only one, 
in fact, who, despite his Marxism, was rec- 
ognized by economists in other nations as 
a capable technician. 

His report also refused to follow the 

Communist Party line that capitalism is 
facing ani immediate collapse. There is no 
likelihood of a crisis in capitalism during 
the first 10 postwar years, he found. 
* If Russia, as Premier Stalin and Am- 
bassador Panyushkin so warmly assure us, 
would like to co-operate, why then was 
the Communist Party allowed to persecute 
one who merely reported such a course 
possible? It would have been only nat- 
ural fof the Communists, if they actually 
wanted to work with the West, to have re- 
ceived Dr. Varga’s conclusion with open 
arms. Instead, he was stripped of his post. 
as Director of the Soviet Institute of World 
Economics and World Politics, the Insti- 
tute was abolished and 20 of his followers, 
who refused to disavow the report, were 
disgraced along with him. 

Until Soviet actions and utterances 
coincide we will look to the former as a 
criterion for judging the countrys’ aims.

Not a Sword, 
But a Weather Vane 


In the current New Yorker Magazine I noted 
this: 

“We have often wondered how journalism 
schools go about preparing young men and women for newspaper- 
dom and magazineland. An answer came just the other day, in a 
surprising form. it came from California, via Editor & Publisher. 
We quote: 

“*‘SAN FRANCISCO—Public opinion polls are scientific tools 
which should be used by newspapers to prevent editorial errors of 
judgment, Dr. Chilton Bush, head of the Division of Journalism 
at Stanford University, believes. 

“*A publisher is smarf to take a poll before he gets his neck out 
too far, he said ‘Polls provide a better idea of acceptance of 
newspaper. policies. 

“We have read this statement half a dozen times, probably in 
the faint hc : that Editor & Publisher might be misquoting Dr. 
Bush or that we had failed to understand him. But there it stands 
—a clear guide to the life of expediency, a simple formula for 
journalism by acceptance, a short essay on how to run a newspaper 
by saying only the wérds the public wants to hear said. It seems 
to us that Dr. Bush hands his students not a sword but a weather 
vane. Under such conditions, the fourth estate becomes a mere 
arody of the human intelligence, and had best be turned over to 

ight birds with split tongues or to monkeys who can make 


change.” 
Policies This disturbed me, too. Somehow I| had missed it in 
Editor & Publisher. Shall we set as the. goal of life 

its lowest, common denominator? It seems to me here of late that 
one of the things wrong with the world ss that we. are forever try- 
ing to find out what the average mind of the world already thinks, 
and are not trying to provide it with something to think about or be 
inspired and led by : 

I have an instinctive fear of the psychological effect of surveys. 
A fellow can get in the habit of feeling his pulse too frequently. 
Instead of makinz him roll up his sleeves and go out and get some 
thing done, or taking a chance in the best American tradition, he 
feels his pulse and decides he isn’t feeling too well. Surveys and 
polis can do that, too. s 

In a country which is always claiming it was built on “risk 
money,” and on initiative and daring, it is folly to talk about 
taking a poll to determine whether a certain policy or action will 
meet with.immediate approval or acceptance. Few crusades do. 


A newspaper certainly wants to know whether its comics, 
its columnists and its entertaining sections are being read, 
but to say that it should not adopt a policy or take a position for 
fear it may meet with some public objection is dismaying. And to 
have it come from a school of journalism makes it a statement of 
monstrous appearance. 

All through the ages it has been men and women who have 
dared to go against the deadly inertia of the status quo—or the 


poll mind—who have moved us forward, 

Hamilton There was no disposition in this country to adopt 
the Constitution of the United States, now so revered. 

A newspaper taking a poll on the subject would have found its 

readers very much against it. 

At the Constitutional Convention there was much opposition and 
it was not until Alexander Hamilton worked out a number of 
political deals, some of them shady, that he was able to get the 
necessary States to ratify the Constitution and bring its adoption. 

Few of the great actions by Washington had immediate public 
support. The War of the Revolution would have been lost time 
after time had it not been for a few men who were willing not 
merely to stick out ‘their necks but to risk their necks. 

The signers of the Declaration of Independence did not take a 
poll before they acted. They were aware of the great opposition 
and said so plainly, by noting they were risking, their fortunes, their 
honor and their lives by so doing. Jefferson, Jackson, Wilson and 
others all led—they did not act like weather vanes. 


‘The status quo mentality is not wisdom. A man named 
Jesus Christ was destroyed by the status quo mind. 
He stuck out His neck. And it is the status quo mind today which 
most impedes His teachings. 

Every single thing that has contributed to the advancement of 
mankind would have lost if it had been submitted to a-poll of public 
opinion. 

We would still be strapped to operating tables and put under 
the knife without benefit of anaesthesia had we depended on public 
opinion. Crawford Long, the great Georgian who first used it in 
an operation, was forced to cease using it. by public opinion which 
held it the work of the devil. Ministers and public leaders abused 
it, saying God intended man to suffer. Within the memory of every 
— eS today is similar opposition to use of pain-halting drugs in 
chi abor. 


All of our great leaders ‘in every field of human en- 
deavor have fought public opinion to make us progress. 
And here is a teacher of journalism suggesting that newspapers 
carefully determine public reaction before they adopt a policy in 
the public good. . 

I think schools of journalism a good idea and some of them do 
a good job. I am not at all anti-schools of journalism. But I still 
think that the best education for journalism is a good education, 
with emphasis or English, economjcs, history and almost none of 
this “workshop” business which could better be devoted to learn- 
ing something of value. 

And if you ask me to recommend schools of journalism I know 


one that is out.

The young boy, though, who grows up in the country, know 
ing all the freedoms of the woods and the fields, the streams and 
the ol’ swimming hole, enjoys advantages that offset, to my mind, 
anything the city car offer to his urban cousin 


Even a Garden tages, are blessed with space for a lawn, for 
a backyard garden. Most Atlanta children can easily, at most for 
the price of a bus ticket, find woods and fields and open country. 
We of this good city are not so dammed in stone and brick and 
concrete as are some of the metropoli of the East and North. 

I have a thought that the wise parent will find some branch 
of nature lore in which to interest the young and growing child. 

Someone has said that no child is properly educated who has 
not learned, by practical experience, how to “grow something” — 
preferably some foodstuff grown in the home garden. 

It is gond,to awaken child interest in nature, through the culture 
of flowers, through the care of living creatures, through knowledge 
of woodcraft, of trees and the little creatures of the wild.

WASHINGTON—This being a national ele» 
tion year, politics is again being injected into 
important subject of income tax reduction. 

Without waiting to see the size of appropriations to be made for 
Government expenditures, the House Ways and Means Committee 
has already rushed through a tax reduction bill that lops off some 
$6,500,000,000 in Federal revenues. 

This majority leadership pushed this. bill through the lower 
chamber Monday, 297 to 120. It was so passed in full confidence 
that the Senate will whittle the figure down to a more rational 
basis when final action is taken on the mrasure there. 


Ge tu The thing that-is responsible for the haste is the elem 
StUre tion that lies ahead. Chairman Knutson and his Re 
publican associates on the Ways and Means Committee are anxious 
to give the impression that the GOP-dominated Congress is all out 
for substantial tax relief-—always a welcome gesture in an election 
year. 

They had the House act even before the size of the new fiscal 
years’ budget is decided upon.

This, together with 
the indicated [reasury surplus, will open the way for a $6,500,-

Stassen To Attempt To Unseat Sen. Ball? 


WASHINGTON—A development in the Harold Stassen presidential campaign may be an attempt 
to unseat Sen. Joseph H. Ball, Republican, Minnesota, Mr. Stassen’s one-time protege who is up for 


renomination this year.

The Senator, who came to Wastington first by appointment of Mr. Stassen, then Governor of 
and who was elected in his own right in 1942, has become entangled in the hair of his 


ao sponsor and the Stassen organization in Minnesota. 


The counts against Sen. Ball are his bolt from 
the party in 1944 to support Franklin D. Roose- 
velt against Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, and his 
attitude on labor legislation and the Marshall 
Pian which does not agree with the Stassen views. 


A decision will be reached in ( April 
whether Mr. Stassen will renounce the man 
whom he started on a political career and 
try to defeat him for renomination with 
another candidate in the September pri- 
mary—after a canvass of organization 
leaders and a survey of the situation in 
Minnesota. , 


Three men are being mentioned as possible 


opponents of Sen. Ball if the decision should be’ 
against him-—Goy. Luther Youngdahl, Rep. Wal- 


ter Judd, and Stafford King, State Auditor for 
16 years and a veteran of both World Wars. 


The Minnesota situation assumes national 
significance since Sem Ball has become mixed 
into it through the labor and Marshal! Plan issues 
that so closely involve the Stassen candidacy. 
Then there is the mor@ practical political matter 
,of party regularity. : 

Mr. Stassen is seeking to woo the labor vote, 
as was evident in his recently concluded tour of 
three New England States. , Sen. Ball has become 
an outstanding target of labor, somewhat as a 

bol, not only because of his staunch advocacy 
of, and. his participation in, the Taft-Hartley Law. 
Labor also remembers his sponsorship of even 
more drastic proposals that finally were elimi- 
nated from the bill providing bans on industry- 
wide bargaining, the closed shop, and restrictive 
injunctive procedures. 

Harold Stassen not only opposed these pro- 
visions publicly in Congressional hearings, but 
sought to dissuade Sen. Ball from pressing them. 
Mr. Stassen takes some credit to himself for 
moderating the bill. He tells voters now in his 
meetings that he considers the law, over-all, a 
good law, and expresses the belief that sensible 
rank-and-file labor also is coming to his con- 
clusion—but he advocates three amendments. 


Their purpose is to simplify union shop pro- 
visions which he considers too complicated; to 
modify the ban on campaign expenditures by 
labor unions in so far as they prohibit discussion 
of candidates in union newspapers, which he 
regards as an infringement of freedom of the 


press. Also, he would revise the provisions re- 


uiring every union officer to swear he is not a 

unist, so as to have only those accused of 

being Communists singled out and their cases 
made subject to investigation and proof. 

Mr. Stassen, who is campaigning vigorously 
for the cpoeege Plan, frowns on Sen. Ball's 
course on that proposal, including his criticism 
of Secretary of State Marshall and Sen. Vanden- 
berg, Republican, Michigan, and on Mr. Ball's 
association with 19 other Western and Midwest- 


ern Republican Senators who are seeking to alter 
the Marshall Plan in important ways. 


When Sen. Ball bolted Gov. Dewey in 
the 1944 campaign and came out for Mr. 
Roosevelt on the issue of foreign policy, it 
may be recalled that Mrs. Stassen made a 
radio speech supporting Mr. Dewey. At 
that time Mr. Stassen was a naval officer 
in the Pacific and took no part in the 
campaign. 


The Republican organization in Minnesota 
greatly resented the Senator's bolt from his party, 
as apparently did Harold Stassen. It is ex- 
plained that the Stassen organization was built 
about younger men who were attacked, at the 
outset, as an outside group. After they won 
their way to power, they felt that the organization 
must maintain a united front.
